Other Nations vſed very grieuouſly to complaine thene- 
of, and that with reaſon , eſpecially Germaxy, whole 
Princes long agoe ſeeking remedy hereof , were not very ac- 
ceptable, who could neuer ſatisfie theRomiſh Clergy , with 
riches and dignities : from this vnſatiable gulfe, allo ariſeth 
that they inthe third Article , defire to cut off the conditions 
for their aduantage, which for the common peace lake , were 
recciued aboue ſcaucnty yeares. fince at Paſſow...But it is not 
inthe Popes power, nor inthe Clergy , tobreake that which 
was dedby a generall Councell of the States, where the 
Authority of (Þar/es entertained. 


Heere felloweth the Cenſure yppon: the ſecond part, 
which extendeth it elſe farre larger thenthe firſt, inregard 
that it not onely ſheweth the Cardinaliſh Prince , but that 
which lyeth next vader. This afore-ſaid part contayneth 20. 
Articles, in which they with the like proofes doe proceede,as 
yet ſeemeth : yet their obiect indeede is ſomething elſe, more 
then intheformer.. In-which.it ſeemeth to be ſufficient to Afi- 
chael Lonigus : That if the Duke of Baxaria could but be per- 
ſwaded, that hee wouldſeeke forthe conſent of the Pope, in 
thoſe dignities where he was honoured.

the heads of the ſacred Empire? they ſay'they are Hererickes : 
Itis now notime to enquire after herefie, but rather ſoundly 
todiſpute, whether that a Bifhop like as hee hath right to ex- 
communicate a man for hereſie; Whether therefore hee hath 
the power alſo to rob and+{poile a man of his dignities and 
meanes : verily therein is great difference : Chriſt com-

- niſh Emperours, and were obedient to their lawes : in like 
manner alſo were all their Succefſours: nay the ApofHes being 
"< obedient ,-vſed to pray to God for them ; There ſaith Ter- 
« zull;an in his Analogic, inthe thirticth Chapter , wee inuoke 
' © rhe eternall Godfor the proſperity of the Emperour , pray- 
* ing that he may haue a longlife , a peaceafull gouernment, 
* an eſtabliſht habication, firong Armies, faithfull Councel- 
* Tours, and a peacefull world : When [ear left Chriſtianity, 
and betooke himſelfe to Heatheniſme, did the Chriſtians then 
dertrude him forth of his Empire ? When they heare of this, 
then will they contend with latter examples, laying, Where- 
fore then may not the Pope , by the ſame right tor hereſie, 
tranſport the dignity of the-Prince-EleQorſhip vnto another, 
ſince tharPope Leo the third;for the ſame oc tranſported 
the Empire from the Grecians.vpon the Frexckg. This is that 
Achilles which ſo boafts in the Colledge of the Cardinells,but 
et he is not ſtrong enough to -take in- our Citie of Elim, 
ey abuſe themſclues exceedingly with this example ; firſt 
"from the AR of the Pope , they conclude the iuſtneſſe of the 
AQzif we may ſodriue our Arguments, there is no AR ofany

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man, bur it may be found fault withall : they errealſo 
herein, that they affirme that to be done, which was ne- 
uex done, X 
 Weknow it all of vs, that the Empire was tranſported, 
but withall that it was done by the councell of Rowe, as 
alſo all Italy conſented thereunto, either priuatly or pub- 
likely. Of che weſterne people I will paſſe ouer in (ilencey 
They ſay againe- that we haue many Writers, which 
make repetition of that which Les didz who denicth 
that: but they commend Leo, as being one of the chic- 
feſt cittizens, and ſo hadthe jms refpe&t of any man 
in the Citty: they commend him allo as being Biſhop of 
Rowe, who with his hands was to ſet vp the crowne, as 
being align orrepreſentation of the Empire;zTherefore 
theſe writers were in no hereſie, becauſe they meant that 
either Leo did the ſame alone, orel(e principally could 
haue done it. Many other who 'areno lefle 1n number, 
nor in reſpett then theſe, doe relare vnto vs the cleane 
contrary : they ſay cxpreflely, that the ſame was done arid 
performed according to the decrce and will,as is aforeſaid 
5 ofthe Councell of Rowe. Sigebertxe ſaith in the yeare 
*$01: The Romans now, who long agoc had withe 
© drawne their affections from the Conſtantoropolitan Em-

© was depriucd of his ſight, — chem by his Son ; 
* then proclamed they with one accord the Emperour

© hand of Pope Leo, they ſtiled him, Emperour and = 
& enftus. A popilh writer Theodoricus de Niem,who aftcr- 
& wards was Biſhop of Yerdey, ſaith, about the very time 
& of the Coronation the people of Rowe made a Law ac- 
& cording to the old cuſtome, bur it was very trouble- 
& ſome to recollet all things that happencd ſo often: 
&© therefore the ſentence,right and power of the Empire, 


Ef wasleft vnto the Emperour as we finde it written:then 
*© the people of Rome tranſported all this vnro Charles,6e 
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pave ynto him all their right and power. * - 
Blondws alſo in his firſt book, decad. 2: and Aveas Su- 
«ins, or Pixs 2. in Blondws his ſhort relation : alſo [acobme 
wymphbelmgies, in his ſhort relation of the people of Rome, 
Im the xis Chapter, doe aifirme that the Coranation 
by Leo, was performed and done with the knowledge, 
and atthe entrearic of the people of Rewme. Theſe are the 
wordes of Onuphrins P annimu in faftis : Leo by the con- 
ſent of the people of Rowe, and at the entreatic of the 
clergic of Rome, proclamech Charles Emperour, So that 
| from theſe and others who affirme that it was done by 
the Councell, and the people of Rowe ; muſt thoſe wri- 
- ers be interpreted, that they doe not confirme, nor yer 
deny the ſame ? 
How much more isit to belecue that which is confir- 
med by witnelles, which is denied by none : then not ro 
beleeue thoſe which do confirme the ſame, becauſe that 


all of them do nor arhrme, alchough there be no _—_ |

& that doe deny the ſame: for after this manner writer 
© Mhell Coccmmus very well, in his booke of the tran- 
<« ſport of the Empire, we muſt beleeue that the ſame 
&© tranſport was performed, and had his power or operati- 
&© onfrom the conſent and authoricie of the Remans, and 
< other people of Italy, T hat which Iunecentiws the 3. 
wrote vnto Bartold Duke of Zaringe, doth not contradict 
the ſame: That the apoſtolicall ſeate of Rowe, tranfporced

<« from the Grecians vnto the Germanes, for in this we

palſe ; this we can confirme and approue with very 
firme teſtimony ; Lapeldre ſaith in his fourth booke of 
the rights of the authoritie of the Empire, in chis maner.

. dj of the Councell, or an affembly of Diuines: to the - 
& end thar either by the tudgeiment of the Magiſtrate, or 
& the Tudicatue of the Pope, there ariſe no warrxe which * 

& might be accounted co our ſhame. | 
TheClergic men of Rowe are altogether of another 
oppinion, pradtiling and endeuouring almoſt nothing 
clſc but warre, nor onely with cheir Armes, but allo 
threatening others, and whilſt they are doing this, they 
are not aſhamedto afhrme, that they are bound ther-un- 
to by the Lawesof God ; Letthem obſcrue what Chriſt 
commanded the Apoſtle Peter, to put vp the ſword into 
the ſheath, Where hath cuer God commanded the 
Clergie, thar they ſhould intermedle in matters of ctem- 
porall dignities, hr ſhould yndertake warres ; much lefſe 
that they ſhould blow the Trumpet, or beate Allarmes as 
they do now, ( haue I the deſire of Nominion their God) 
Obſcrue diligently I pray you, char bloudy Oath inten- 
ded by all the Prelares, to the end the faſhion of the an- 
cient and holy Church might be maintained intire, like 
as if the faſhion of their Church now were,as it was wonc 
tobe in former times z Let vs reade that which Tertalian, 
Ambroſe, A#guſtize, and other Writers, who ſubic che 
Clergic ynder the power of the Temporall ; Pope Gre-

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gorins Magnus, writeth himſelfe wnto the Emperonr 
© Maxritins theſe words : I the vaworthy ſeruant of 
«your pictic: anda lietle after he ſaith yer farther, To 
& this end authorite js giuen to me from heauen aboue 
<« all men, that belong ro' my Lords the Emperours for 
& pictic cauſe 3 When as the ſaid Mawririmu, would haue 
that Pope Gregory ſhould publiſh a law which he had 

made : and this Pope adiudging the ſameto be ynreaſon- 

able, and oppoling the libertie of the Church : he there- 
fore did not blaſpheme againſt che Empire, | but was 0- 

bedient vnto the commandof the Emperour his Maſter, 

not diſſembling to ſpeak his minde and oppinion of the - 
Emperours Law : theſe are the Popes owne wordes: 
©] being ſubic to authoritie,bauc ſent theſe Lawes in- 
& to ſeuerall quarters of the world, and becauſe they are 
© not igreeable toalmightie God, I haue communica- 
&« red the ſame vnto ihe Hluftrouſe Lords, by amiſſiue of 
* my owne oppinion,ſo that T haue fully diſcharged my 
© qdutic on bak ſides: ſhewing as I am bound obedience 
*rothe Emperopr: and not concealing my opinion in 
© that which concerneth God, 

Here ought we to obſcrue, how cunningly and craf- 
tily the Colledge of Cardinalls obſerne and aime at the 
example of the ancient holy Church,chicfely in thecime 
of Pope Gregory the 5: vnder which this Jurketh, chat 
this Pope Gregory was the very firſt who durſt aſcribe & 
take, voto himlielfe the right of the Empire ; At what 
time ( I pray youy lived this Pope ? about the yeare 
3100.15 the antiquitie whereof they boaſt; I may aftirme 
with Tertwullian, jw this is noueltie ; what holinclle was 


therein thoſe dayes, when all maner of frations, cutſen- 
nings,frauds,deceites,and villanies had their full ſwit ge: 
and to write much thereof would be to dangerous, and 
be no honorto Chriſtendome; Like as the Writer of 
thoſe times afhrmeth in the dayes of the Emperor Henry 
the 4.

| {alchough Cardinall Bellermive iudgeth that the fame 
was written by a Lutheran ; ). In like maner,ic is alſo bur 
to well knowne by other Writers, who hauec painted ouc 
in liuely coloures this Pope Gregory cuen to the life, 
A cerraine man named Orthamu Grations, very much a- 
diatedro the Romiſh Church, was the firſt publiſher 
thereof ina booke, wherein are cogtained very many re- 
markable obſeruations: out of the ations of this Pope 
Gregory, che colledge of Cardinalls,in the 19. Articles do 
conclude the Popes authoritie, and not our of theſe ac- 
tiones onely,bur alſo of othet _— who hauc delc moſt 
tirannically with the Empire. One could alſo hit the 
Cardinalls in che teeth, with that which Cardinall Zeler- 
mine in his ſccond Booke of the Popes of Rowe faith, .in 
« che 2g. Chap. ypon che 4, Argument, viz. That the

Since then ic isnot yerto late,take councell prouident- - 
ly, that the Romiſh-Cardinalls in the end may be glad co 
leaue their affronrs,and their proud _— may quaile, 
yndertake firme and ſubſtanriall courſes, that their diflo- 
Jute and infolent deſire of dominion may be reſtrained 
and bridled: then ſnall the Miaicſtie of rhe Empire be 
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preſerved: whereunto Almightie God giue you his 
bleſſing in all your conſultations, from whom 
you haue recciued the poſleſſion
